Unfortunately for the Porto Ricans, the Phil­ 
ippine Islands also enjoy this 
differential, 
and 
they are beginning to raise larger 
and 
larger 
quantities of sugar. 
The new sugar Imports from the Ihilippm cj 
has aroused the beet growers of the West and the 
cane growers of Louisiana to demand that the full 
tariff duty be exacted of all sugar not raised 
iu 
the continental United States. 
If this policy were adopted, it would JUSl 
about wipe out the sugar industry of Porto Ric- 
ana. 1? the island is now to be ravaged by the acts 
of congress as we|J as by the act of God, its future 
is hardly to be described as promising 
Put then
